PROCTOR AND GAMBLE 
PLAN A COTTON OL MILL 


Each Concern Is Entirely Separate 
and Each Means the Investment 
of Large Sums of Money 
in Atlanta—Work To 
Be Pushed. 


Work will be started immediately on 
grading the ground for a couple of big 
plants which will be erected in Atlanta 
as soon as the necessary plans can be 
drawn up and the buildings hurried to 
completion. 

One is a big cold-storage plant, to he 
erected by J. 8. Stephens & Co., of Cin- 
cinnati, which will be located on the 
Western and Atlantic tracks and Means 
street, at the cost of about $100,000. 

The other is a cotton seed oi] mill and 
factory, to be erected by the Buckeye 
Cotton Oil Company, a part of the Proc- 
tor & Gamble company, also of Cincin- 
nati. This factory will be erected along 
the lines of the Southern railroad, oppo- 
site Clark university. 

The coming of these two big concerns 
happened in this way. Clarence Stephens, 
of the firm of Stephens & Co., came down 
to Atlanta a few weeks ago for the pur- 
pose of renting space in a cold-storage 
house for the shipment of butter and 
eggs. He visited Forrest Adair and ex- 
‘plained the object of his visit. Mr. 
Adair took the visitor around, but Mr. 
Stephens was unable to. find any cold- 
storage rooms such as he wanted to rent. 

Then it was that Mr. Adair took him 
around some more. Mr. Stephens was 
going right back to Cincinnati. But Mr.

Mr. Adafr took Mr. Stephens driving.

Incidentally In’ the conversation the host 


i pointed to these tracks and remarked 


casually that they led from Atlanta to 
everywhere and back again to Atlanta. 
Naturally there were a great many trains 
going and coming, loaded with Atlanta 
exports or imports from other sections 
for distribution throughout the length 
and breadth of all Dixieland. The man 
from Ohio looked and listened. 

Mr. Adair took Mr. Stephens out Peach- 
tree street and showed him homes that 
were built on a long land-made crest 
which marked the backbone of the Blue 
Ridge, and a great natural water shed 
with one side sloping to the sea and the 
other to the waters of the gulf.

On one of their drives Mr. Stephens 
looked up and saw the name of Harry 
Schlessinger, the cracker and candy fac- 
tory manufacturer. ‘J am sure that Mr. 
Schlessinger is one of our big customers,”’ 
said Mr. Stevens. They stopped and Mr. 
Adair introduced Mr. Stephens to the gen- 
ial man with a smile, and it was_ so. 
While Mr. Stephens was engaged with 
some other gentleman, Mr. Schlessinger 
confided to Mr. Adair that the Stephens 
company was the largest butter and 
cheese concern in the world which would 
have been rather an extravagant. state- 
ment except that it was true, 


But perhaps the best part of it Is that 
the arrangements have already been com- 
pleted by which this company will have 
Atlanta, the logical center of the south, 
as the distributing station for all Dixie- 
land.

has been grown. At the farm other ex- 
periments are in progress, among others 
the eradication of the pest known as 
the wild onion. The later experiment is 
also being made at two other points, 
but {t -will be perhaps a month before the 
results are known.

Bishop Keiley Notifies Cath- 
olic Churches of the 
Pope’s Order. 


Savannah, Ga.,; May ‘18.—(Special).— 
Bishop Kelley, of the Catholic diocese of 
Savannah, tonight matleda to each of the 
churches in his jurisdiction a letter di- 
recting that under the recent orders of 
the pope the use of female voices in 
Catholic choirs should cease. The 
change must be effective by January I, 
1905. 

Bishop Keiley says that Catholics can- 
not blind themselves to the fact that the 
pope's words were intended for them, nor 
to the fact that there is need for a great 
change in church music. everything 
profane in matter and form, in. church 
music, he says, should be excluded. . The 
highest degree of perfection in chureh 
music, the bishop says, is the Gregorian 
chant, and therefore, the music of the 
churches should approach it. Latin 
should be ppsed and there should be unity 
of composition, proper to the text, in the 
various parts of the mass. As women 
cannot take a place in the ecclesiastical 
choir, he holds that they should not in 
the church choir. The organ, and the 
Organ alone, may be used. The chant 
should not be preceded by long preludes 
nor broken into with intermezzos. The 
bishop says that the holy father recom- 
mends the establishment of a diocesap 
commission, but that this at present 
seems impossible here.

‘Treaty Reveen United Stats 


and Cuba Bears Fruit, 


Great Increase Both in Imports and 
Exports ince the Convention 
With the Island Was En- 
acted—Chief Trade in 
Sugar. 


Washington, May 18.—(Spjecial).—Al- 
ready the good results of the reciprocity 
treaty between this country and Cuba 
are coming to light and the commerce be- 
tween the two republics since that 
treaty went into effect, December 27, 1903 
shows a material increase which may be 
rightly regarded as directly due to the 
influence of that convention. Sedtistics 
for the months of January, February 
and March, 1904, have been prepared by 
the department ‘of commerce and labor 
and when compared with the figures for 
those months in previous years the ef- 
fect of Cuban reciprocity is seen. Both 
in the imports from ,Cuba and in our ex- 
ports to that island the increase has 
been notable during the first three months 
of this year. The comparison of im- 
ports from Cuba for this period last 
year with those for the same period this 
year is interesting. The Uuited States 
imported from Cuba during January, 
February and March, 1903, goods to the 
value of $11,948,597. The imports for the 
eame period this year aggregated in 
value $23,217,180. The increase in ex- 
ports is naturally less noteworthy. Cuba 
received from this country during Janu- 
ary, February and March, 1903, goods 
to the value of $5,211,063. For the same 
period this year our exports to Cuba 
amounted to $6,495,149. 


Trade Has Increased. 

From these figures it is apparent first, 
that our trade and commerce with Cuba 
have greatly increased during the three 
months of reciprocity, as compared with 
the corresponding three months a year 
ago. It is also apparent that the increase 
pertains both to the imports from and 
the exports to Cuba, and further, that 
this increase has been progressive--that is 
to say, that both in imports and exports 
the figures are larger for February, 1904, 
than for Jenuary, 1904, and larger for 
March, 1904, than for February, 1904. 
In the first three months since the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty went into effect our 
exports to Cuba have increased nearly 
25 per cent, our imports 95 per cent, 
and that our total trade with that coun- 
try has grown from $17,159,660 to $29,- 
712,329, or more than 70 per cent. 

Examination of the figures of the fiscal 
year for the periods ending with January, 
February and March, 1903, and ‘with 
those of the same period in 1904, shows 
that although there has, with one excep- 
tion, been an increase in all the above 
periods of the current year, as compared 
with the corresponding period of the 
preceding year there has _ neverthe- 
less in all cases been a far 
greater increase during the period since 
the new reciprocity treaty went into ef- 
fect. For the nine months ending in 
March, 1903, the imports from Cuba 
amounted to $39,892,712, while for the 
nine months ending March, 1904, they 
amounted to $45,446,796, an increase of 
about 14 per cent. The increase of the 
imports from Cuba for the three months 
ending March, 1904—that is since the 
reciprocity treaty became effective—as 
compared with the same three months 
last year, was nearly 100 percent. These 


ifigures also show that the increase of 


the exports to Cuba during the nine 
months period ending March, 1904, as 
compared with the same period of the 
year previous, amounted to 18 per cent, 
but that in the last three months period 
it was nearly 25 per cent. 

Imports of Sugar. 

Sugar was the product showing the 
bulk of the increase in the imports of 
the United States from Cuba. The 
imports of sugar during the nine months 
ending March, 1904, amounted to $32,- 
925,873 in value, as against $25,707,331 
during the nine months ending March of 
last year. In terms of quantity these two 
sums represent 1!1,729,899,070 pounds in 
1904, and 1,49!1,440,208 pounds in 1903, 
respectively. It is also seen that about 
70 per cent o? this increasg was obtainea 
during the three months of January, Feb- 
ruary and March, !1904—the period of 
reciprocity. The imports of sugar from 
Cuba in January, 1904 were $4,781,951; 
February, 1904, $6,273,978, and in March, 
1904, $8,259,356, making a total

/TRANSFER SCHEME HELD UP. 


‘Effort To Save Money Gets Two 
' Young Men in 
Trouble. 

Rather a smooth scheme to save 5 
cents each day was exposed in police 
court yesterday morning when L. C. 
Nieburn and G. F. Landstreet, young 
white men, were fined $5.75 each by 
Judge Broyles on the charge of violating 
a section of the city code relative to the 
use of street car transfers. 

The arrests were made on complaint of 
the officlals of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, and were docketed by 
Detective Sergeant Bedford. 

In the testimony it was shown that 
the young men are employed at. the 
same place, but reside in differewt parts 
of the city. They relieve each other at 
meal times. The one going:to dinner 
first would return to the city on a car 
and get a transfer. As soon as he en- 
tered the store he would give this to his 
fellow-workman, who would use k to go 
to his dinner, in this way saving 5 cents 
for himself and beating the street car 
company out of that much. 

It appears that this practice has been 
going on for some time. One of the 
employees of the street car company 
saw the transfer given away. one day 
and the matter was worked up by the 
officers of the company. 

The section under which the young men 
were fined, this being the first arrests 
made under it, reads as follows:

NOT HARD TO CARVE GLASS. 


No Diamond Is Needed to Sever the 
Brittle Substance With Ease. 


(From The National Gas Budget.) 

It often occurs that glass tubes of 
various dimensions have to be cut where 
a diamond is not at hand, ag in shops 
and power plants where oil and water 
gauge tubes must be neatly fitted. The 
usual method adopted is to file a small 
groove around the tube and separate the 
glass with a sharp rap at the place 
weakened by the file. The result is not 
ways satisfactory, because the ends of- 
ten break unevenly owing to the difficulty 
of making a straight groove with the 
file. Better results are obtained when 
only a small incigion is made with a 
file, just enough cut through the en- 
amel of the tube on one side, and not 
all around. While the tube is st) warm 
from the friction of the file the tube 
is then taken between the thumbs and 
fordfingers, the thumbs opposite the file 
incision, and the forefingers around the 
tube, close, but not covering the _  in- 
cision. Pressure of the thumbs jnvariablv 
causes the tube to break in as straight 
and clean a line as though cut with a 
ciamond. 

Another method is to use a fine saw 
blade (the finer tooth the better, for a 
saw is only another form of file), and 
this should be kept fed with white emery, 
carborundum or pulverized silica sand 
of hard grit, moistened with camphor, 
oi], turpentine or water. 

A straigjt, steady and even. stroke 
should be made, and when the work is 
carefully done against a gauge the cut 
will be as true as though it had been 
ground. Nor is even a teethed blade nec- 
essary if a suitably hard and finely grit- 
ted abrasive is used and regularly fed 
between the glass and fine wire, watch- 
spring or blunt but even blade of an 
ordinary table knife. The latter will be 
somewhat slow, of course, but a fine steel 
wire run at high speed like a band saw, 
if regularly fed with fine emery or car- 
borundum, will give very satisfactory 
results, not only for cuttin either 
straight lines or curves in window, but 
plate or optical glass, in such thickness 
as makes cutting with a diamond diffi- 
cuit. precarious or impossible. 

Window glass, especially single 
strength, can be accurately split either 
in straight or curved lines by first mak- 
ing an incision through the enamel of

Virginia Senator on Republican 
—— Etravagances 


Says Tariff Can Be Doctored With- 
out Affecting Finances of Gov- 
ernment if Expenses Are 
Cut Down to What They 
Should Be. 


Washington, May — 18.—(Special.)—On 
leaving the white house today, where he 
called to introduce some friends to the 
president, Senator Daniels, of Virginia, 
made some emphatic declarations about 
the mext democratic platform: 

“Our next platform will treat of things 
we have to deal with now,” said the sen- 
ator, “and not of the things that have 
been settled. 

“As to the tariff I think the platform 
will call for changée in these cases whére 
the manufacturers are selling American 
goods at prices to protect the pauper 
labor of Europe at the expense of the 
home people. It is a notorious fact that 
American nails can be bought in Ha- 
vana or in any foreign country cheaper 
than in this country. There are many 
inconigruities ‘and excesses of the pres- 
ent tariff which can be revised without 
destruction of the system as it stands.” 

Replying to the question how the tar- 
iff could be redu®ed when the expendj- 
tures of the government during the past 
year almost equalled the receipts, Sena- 
tor Daniels said with vehemence: 

“My answer to that is that therg nag 
been great extravagance since the repub- 
lican party has had charge of the g0v- 
ernment. This was shown by the Jast. 
congress appropriating $700,000 to be ex- 
pended and adjourning without attending 
to the business of the country. There is 
an unhealthy state of affairs when ex- 
penditures amount up so high each year 
and the pruning hook should be used, 

‘The government should be conducted 
on much the same principal as a man 
and wife conduct the home, making the 
expenditures dependent upon the income 
and cutting off every extravagance.”’

R. D. Cawthorn Charge 
With Causing Death of 
W. J. Tucker, 


Fastman, Ga., May 18.—(§pecial.)—The 
case of the state against R. D. Caw- 
thorn, charged with the murder of W. 
J. Tucker, was called this morning at [TT 
o'clock. A great many d@urors disqualified 
on the ground of beine prejudiced, but 
the jury was finally compleNWd about 4 
o'clock, after having exhdusted several 
panels. 

The first witness for the state was the 
12-year-old daughter of the murdered 
inan, who testified to having seen’ Caw- 
thorn, a short time before they were 
taken in, with the capsules, hy means of 
which it is claimed the poison was ad- 
ministered to Tucker. 

State Chemist J. M. McCandless, who 
is in attendance, will go on the stand to- 
morrow morning for the purpose of giving 
the result of an analysis made of Tuck- 
er’s stomach, in which strynchnine was 
found. 

The state is not making any effort to 
get in evidence as to the death of Horne, 
which occurred under similar circum- 
stances a few days before Tucker's 
death, as the result of having taken .a 
drink of whisky at Tucker’s house, in 
which, it is claimed, strycianine had been 
placed by Cawtohrn, in anticipattion of 
‘Tucker’s drinking it, the supreme court 
having held, in a divided opinion, that 
this way not competent.

Candler Waters, of Jeferson, 
Murdered i Athens, 


His Body Taken from River—Exam- 
ination Showed That He Had 
Been Killed and Thrown 
Into Stream — Coro- 
ner’s Verdict. 


Athens, Ga., May 1!8.—(Special.)—This 
morning about 6 o’clock a fisherman 
found the dead body of Candler Waters 
floating down the Oconee river, midway 
the stream, about Second street, or op- 
posite the Georgia railroad depot. Waters 
Was a young man about nineteen years of 
age and came to Athens from Jefferson 
last Friday in company with a friend 
named Venable. It is alleged both drank 
heavily during the day and about dark 
went across the river. Abttt 4 o’clock the 
next morning Venable awoke and: missed 
his partner and never was able to find 
him. He reported the matter to the police 
only yesterday and went back to his home 
in Jefferson last night and did not know 
of the death of his comrade until he was 
arrested by a balliff of Jackson cotnty 
this morning to bring him to Athens to 
be present at the coroner’s inquest, 

An examination of the body of young 
Waters showed plainly that fou! play had 
been committed. His neck was broken, 
both jaws were dislocated and in the cen- 
ter of the forehead there was a hole 
about the size of a marble. His back and 
chest veins showed evidence of strangula- 
tion. 

The coroner’s investigation occupied the 
greater part of today and at 6 o'clock this 
afternoon they rendered the following ver- 
dict: 

“We, the jury, find the deceased came 
to his death by being murdered by un- 
known party or parties.”’ 

Venable was released and no arrest has 
been made, but the policé are on several

He Was Shot by Officers While Re- 
sisting Arrest. 

West Point, Ga., May 1!8.—(Special.)— 
the negro assailant of 
Peter Tarver, a veteran, and who was 
shot by officers while resisting arrest, 
lies in a prison cell, lingering between 
lifé and death, with. chances of recover- 
ing. against him. , There are Our. pis- 
tol buHet holes in-him, two in his abdo- 
men, one in his breast and one long 
gash whére a ball grazed his head. The 
negro was identified last night by the 
man he tried to murder and rob, but 
as it was night when Mr. Tarver was 
brought over to identify him, ‘the city 
officials had him to see the negro in his 
cel] and make sure that the right party 
had been caught. Mr. Tarver was able 
to positively identify him by a large 
purned scar on his eye and by the new 
suit of Overalls he wore. 

The city marshal wanted to carry the 
prisener to the county jail, to prevent 
any trouble, as the attack on an old 
white man by the negro caused consid- 
erable excitement and talk on account 
cf the negro being in almost dying con- 
dition, the physicians prevented his being 
moved and say his death is expected. 

Mr, Tarver is slowly improving from 
the wounds given him by his assaiiant. 
He will recover, but on account of his 
age it will be quite a while before his 
arm will mend. When last seen the 
negro was still conscious and denied hbe- 
ing the party who attacked Mr. Tarver, 
but was unable to give a satisfactory 
answer as to where he was at the time 
of the trouble.

| of Judge Griggs, 


No Proscription in Georgia. . 


There can be no question about the 


attitude of the. democratic masses of 


Georgia toward the suggestion, from 
whatever quarter it may come, that

tion should ‘Tepresent some one faction 
father than the party asa whole. Geor- 
gia democrats do not take kindly to 
‘any such suggestion. Whatever their 
individual preferences may be, the 
great majority of democrats concede 
‘to each of their fellows the right to 
his own opinions with regard to party 
policy and the party’s nominee, and 
there is no disposition to regard a 
difference from them upon one point 
or the other as evidence of any less 
sincere interest in the party’s welfare 
than they themselves possess. 

The Waycross Herald voices the pre- 


vailing sentiment when it says: 


Notwithstanding that Congressman 
Griggs -is an <Ovtspoken Hearst man, 
there seems to be a disposition to let him 
go to the national convention. Mr. 
Griggs has. done much fer the party, and 
his usefulness may be perpetuated by 
sending him to St. _ Louis instructed and 
in good company. 

That this view is fairly representa- 


tive of the attitude of the majority of 
those who do not themselves agree 
with Judge Griggs concerning the 
availability of the candidate whose 
cause he has favored, we beli@ve to 
be true; it is unfortunate, however, 
that there shoyld be here and there 
a discordant note. | 

- For ingtance, the usually sunny- 
tempered Augusta Chronicle takes this 
utterance of its Waycross contempor- 
ary as text for a rather savage at- 
tack upon the congressman from the 
second district, in the course of whica 
The Chronicle asks: “What is all 
this Jim Griggs has done for the par- 
ty? And how is his usefulness to be 
perpetuated by sending him to St. 
Louis?” 

In giving its own answer to those 
questions The Chronicle first presents 
a brief review of his public career 
viewed solely from the standpoint of 
the amount of salary he has received 
as solicitor, judge and member of con- 
gress, and adds: 


Jim Griggs’ service to the party—stuff 
and nonsense! * * * Do the democrats 
of Georgia owe Jim Griggs anything? 
* * * Keep Jim Griggs at home if you 
want to spare Georgia the disgrace of 
having even winked at the Hearst folly. 


' It is the temper of this attack rather 
than the specifications that seems at 
this time worthy of passing attention. 
Judge Griggs is fully capable of mak- 
ing his own defense, should he deem 
any defense necessary. The inference 
to be drawn from someof The Chron- 
icle’s statements—that public office is 
to be viewed only as a private snap, 
and that our solicitors, judges and rep- 


resentatives in congress do not give

But the proscriptive spirit inspiring 
this particular attack calls for some

The attitude of The Constitution to- 
ward the candidacy of Judge Parker 
cannot be misunderstood. Before New 
York acted, The Constitution took the 
position that if the democrats of his 
own state made that eminent gentile- 
man their candidate, the democrats of 
Georgia, realizing that conditions this 
year point to the advisability of tak- 
ing a New York man as the nominec, 
would follew their lead.

A Serum for Consumption. 

The quest for a serum that will stay 
the ravages of tuberculosis, destroy 
the virulent bacilli and allow nature 
to restore the wasted lung, is being 
diligently prosecuted, and every now 
and then some specialist in this dread 
disease is heard to cry “Eureka!” 

The latest “discovery” in this line 
is that of Dr. Marmorek, of London, 
whose description of his new serum, 
made before the faculty of St. George 


differences, his } 


London Daily “Mail. 

In testing his treatment the doctor 
said re had chosen severe consumptive 
cases, for otherwige his results wouid 
have been open to the criticism that 
they have been obtained by any other 
method. He detailed the elaborate 
steps necessary to secure a serum 
which-would act as an antidote to the 
disease. The principle was to isolate 
the specific poison of the disease, and 
by injecting this into horses stimulate 
them to produce the antidoté. 

One of the mos} striking cases was 
one of socalled “galloping consump- 
tion,” which came under his care in 
the third week of the disease. Forty- 
seven injections of the serum were 
given and in five months the patient 
was, to all appearances, cured. 

Dr. Marmorek showed charts and 
diagrams illustrating the great im- 
provement and apparent cure of sev- 
eral other cases. The patients lost 
their shortness of brgath and gained 
in weight and strength, although sana- 
torium treatment had previously failed 
to do them any good. Yet no other 
medicine was used during the time the 
injections were employed. Naturally, 
the most successful cases were those 
where the destruction of the lung tis- 
sue was least advanced—that is to say, 
the acute rather than’ the chronic 
cases. 

The general feeling at the lecture 
was that a prima facie case had been 
made out for the new serum, but that 
it would be a misfortune which all the 
medical profession would deplore if 
any exaggerated hopes were based 
upon it.

Will the Chinese Aid Japan? 

Indications increase that China, or, 
rather, the Chinese, will ere iong take 
a hand against Russia as allies of the 
Japanese. Diplomatically the Chinese 
empire is trying hard to ‘maintain se- 
vere neutrality and to keep its sub- 
jects out of the hostilities, but the 
powers at Pekin have little control 
over the large semi-bandit or “boxer” 
element of the northern provinces, and 
none too good a control over General 
Ma’s nondescript army, now on the 
Manchurian frontier, The Russians 
suspect the Chinese general of in- 
triguing with the Japanese forces, and 
it is believed that, once General Ku- 
roki is in possession of the lower half 
of Manchuria, there is danger of the 


. Chinese imperial forces openly throw- 


ing their strength with their Mongo- 
lian brethren of the island kingdom. 
All that many Chinese soldiers and 
the Manchurian populace seem to be 
waiting for is a more decisive Japan- 
ese land victory. Should this come in 
the vicinity of Mukden, the danger of 
a violation of Chinese neutrality be- 
comes real. 

Let Chinese a sl go over to tho 
Japanese as the Korean soldiers did 
after the Japs reached Seoul, and the 
world is face to face with the thing 
it has most feared as a development 
of the war in-the Far East. Would 
the other powers keep hands off then? 
What would France, the conditional al- 
ly of Russia, do? There have been in- 
timations from Paris that France, in 
such a contingency, would not regard 
Chinese hostility as the interference 
of a third power and, therefore, would 
not come to the aid of Russia; this, 
presumably, on the theory that China 
is not responsible as a nation, or is 
not entitled to the dignity of being 
elassed as a power. Had France 
merely wanted a pretext to make her 
alliance with Russia active, the ac- 
tion of the Korean army after the 
landing of the Jaganese in Korea 
might have swen her one. Probably. 
she would prefer to regard China as 
in a class with Korea, for obvious rea- 
sons. 

The entente between Great Britain 
and France, made in the face of their 
respective alliances with Japan and 
Russia, would likely survive even open 
Chinese hostility. The danger of in- 
terference by a European power is 
thought to lie in Germany, where evi- 
dences of friendship for Rusia have 
approached a violation of neutrality on 
more than one occasion since the war 
began. The German kaiser is the 
great unknown quantity in the peace 
of the world today, and in diplomatic 
circles there are those: who believe 
he would not hesitate to embroil all 
Europe in war as an ally of Russia, 
ostensibly instigated to such action 
by “the yellow peril,” which he’ so 
affects to fear. The massing of the 
Chinese millions against Russia would 
lend color to this phantasm of the 
kaiser’s highly imaginative mind. 

While nothing might come of Chi- 
nese breach of neutrality, it is some- 
thing to gravely concern the world’s 
diplomacy and it is small wonder, 
therefore, that the powers are doing 
their best to hold the flowery king- 
dom level in the present emergency.

The above inquiry was referred to John 
W. Zuber, who makes the following 
lucid reply: 

“Replying ‘to the attached, will say 
tMat the solution of the problem is to 
Square the two ends of the piece, divide 
by 2 and multipiy this by the length. 
Then divide this amount by 12, as you 
would the product of the three dimen- 
sions of any regular stick. Thus: 6x6 
equals 36 square inches; 12x12 equals 144 
square inches. The sum is 180 square 
inches; !80 divided by 2, or 90 is the 
mean or average size of the stick at the 
center, therefore the square root of 90 
would be | of the dimensions at the, cen- 
ter. (This figure 90 is the equtvalent of 
the thickness and breadth multiplied to- 
gether). Multiply this by the length, 40 
feet, and dividing by 1!2, you have 300 
feet as the number of square or board 
measure feet in the piece.

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ATLANTA'S RATES 
NEED CORRECTION 


President W, E Newel Tells 
of Many Discrimination, 


Cities All Around Atlanta Get Better 
Rates on ware — Newell 
Tells of Troubles with In- 

' gpection Bureau—Was 
on Stand All Day. 


President W. E. Newell, of the At- 
lanta freight bureau and vice president 
oz the King Hardware Company, was 
on the stand pYractically all day yester- 
day before the rallroad commissfon, 
which is conducting an investigation 
into the complaint that many discrim- 
Inations are made against Atlanta in 
the matter of freight rates. 

Accordir to Mr. Newell’s testimony, 
cities alj around Atlanta enjoy better 
rates on hardware, which is his partic- 
Ular Nine of business, than does Atlan- 
ta. Mr. Newell has given special] at- 
tention to the matter of freight. rates 
for many years, and has been for ten 
years chairman of the transportation 
committee of the Southern Hardware 
Association. 

Mr. Newell seemed to have all the jn- 
formation asked for with few excep- 
tions, at his fingers’ ends, and answered 
almost always without referring to his 
notes and tables. He showed that cer- 
tain products could not be distributed 
at all from Atlanta owing to discrim- 
inating rates. 

Hardware is shipped from New York 
to Albany via Cincinnati at $1,53, Mr. 
Newell’ said, while the rate via Atlan- 
ta is $1.58, an advantage of 5 cents 
per 100 in favor of Cincinnati, although 
Atlanta ig 400 miles nearer, Similarly 
he showed that shipments could be 
made from New York via Cincinnati 
to other points in Atlanta territory at 
from 4 to 10 cents per 100 cheaper than 
similar shipments can be made through 
Atlanta. Another similar rate was that 
from Nashville. ‘HAAardware can 0be 
shipped from New York via Nas?ivilie 
to Brunswick, Ga., at $1.20, whiie the 
rate through Atlanta is $1.49, showing 
that as a distributing point Nashville 
has an advantage of 29 cents in the 
rate. Similarly on the rate from Lou- 
isville to Albany, Ga., Louisville enjéys 
an advantage of 43 cents over Atlanta, 
and the same is true as applicable to 
other points which may be considered 
in Atianta’s territory.

GEORGIA CROP 
IN BAD SHAPE 


State Department of Agri- 
culture Makes Crop 
Statement. 


to information gathered by 
epartment of agriculture, the 
Georgia ton crop is in bad condition. 
The weather hes been unfavorable, 
planting 4fhas been backward, and the 
portion of the crop already up is mak- 


ing a poor showing. 

Commissioner O. B. Stevens, let- 
ter to Commissioner of Agriculture R. R. 
Poole, of Alabama yesterday, gave an 
account of the crop conditions of Geor- 
gia. Commissioner Poole, in his letter, 
stated that the Alabama crop “is in a 
very serious condition, not more than 
ene-half being up; Stands are very poor 
in the earlier planted cotton. The con- 
tinued drought is proving to pe very 
serious with us.” 

Ir, reply Commissioner Stevens stated 
that there had been very little, if any, 
improvement in the crop in Georgia. His 
jetter continues as follows: 

“The weather has continued cool and 
dry during a great portion of the time 
since spring set in. The weafher during 
the last weck was dry except that light 
seatterthng showers occurred on last Sat- 
urday. Drought, however, continues in 
many sections, and the soil in practically 
all countries is too dry for germination 
and growth. Cotton is making little or 
no growth. A large percentage of late 
plantings is not up; stands of early 
plantings continue poor Many fields are 
still unplanted. owing to the protracted 
drought. Cultivation is in progress in 
the southern portion of the state. A few 
sections report favorably as to cotton, 
but take the cotton situation as a whole 
in the state. I regard the outlook 38 
gloomy, even worse than this time last 
year. 

“Wheat and oats 
owing to the lack of mofsture. 
corn is beginning to show the effects of 
the extreme dry weather. A few peaches 
are being shipped from south Georgia. 
This, I believe, covers the situation in 
our state. There wil) be no Mey grass 
to fight during this year. Our reports 
from other states show the following

“From South Carolina the _ rainfall 
deficiency continues in all parts of the 
state with drought prevailing except in 
limited localities. 

Since the beginning of the crop season 


the deficiency in rain ranges from four 


The drought, with cool 
weather, has become serious throughout 
the state. Wells are failing and water 
courses are dry. The siands of cotton 
range: from good to very poor. Late 
plantings are not yet up, especially in 
the dryest sections. The nights have 
been too cool for rapid growth of cotton 
and plants are drying in the southern 
countries. 

“In North Carolina similar conditions 
tw that ef South Carolina and Georgia 
prevail. 


“In Mississippi early cotton corn 


and 


is generally small, with oniy fair stands, 


but the cultivation nas been good in Mis- 
sissippi as well as in North amd South 
Carolina and Géorgta. The drought has 
been broken in Mississippi, however, and 
Showers have been reported in the last 
8 or 10 days, which has matersally itn- 
proved conditions in Mississippi. 

“In Arkansas cotton planting is pro- 
gressing rapidly, and is now well ad- 
vanced. Most of the early planting of 
cotton is up, the stand is fair to good, 
but little replanting of cotton will be 
necessary. The early planting has been 
worked out for the first time. Condi- 
tions generally, are better in Arkansis 
than some of the other states. 

“Louisiana—The planting has _ been 
completed in all sections of Louisiana. 
The late planting is coming up with good 
stands. No complaint of drought in Lou- 
isiana, however, cool smghis over the 
centra] and northern portion of the state 
haye caused a slow growth, but thé con- 
dition of the crop 1s better than former 
weports. Cultivation has kept pace with 
the growth of the plant, and fields are 


generally clean, and the cotton crop 
looks promising.

, Some improvement during the last week 
‘as a result of more favorable tempera 


ture conditions. Rains have been plen- 
tiful, the flelds becoming grassy, partic- 
ularly so in the central] and northeastern 
counties, however, in the western half 
of the state cotton planting has been de- 
layed on @ccount of the drought. Acre- 
age in this section of the state will be 
larger in excess to that of last year.

Any Records for May,

The coldest May 18 on record in the 
local weather office was in 1893 when 
the minimum temperature was only 48 
degrees.

79 2-10 degrees.

FOR ASSISTANCE 


Tabernacle Infirmary Asks 
Atlanta to Furnish 
Ten Wards, 


Sixteen wards are being added to the 
Tabernacle infirmary. : 

This work has been undertaken and car- 
ried through by the officers of this intsti- 
tution and by July | the infirmary, en- 
larged and improved by the additional 
rooms and additional facilities which are 
being ad@ed, will be thrown open to 
those who are in need of its assistance, 

These sixteen wards must be furnished 
in order to give every possible comfort to 


‘the patients who will receive treatment 


in them. 

Dr. Broughton, founder and director of 
the Tabernacle infirmary, and Mrs. W. H. 
Wiggs, president of the board of lady 
managers, have made an appeal to the 
generous people of Atlanta for aid in 
furnishing these unfurnished wards. 

Sixteen wards have been added. Of 
these, however, six have already been 
furnished and only ten more remain. The 
officers of the infirmary are confident that 
the friends of the Institution will come to 
their aid and in a short time fill this 
want. 

Only a small sum of money is required 
to furnisb a ward. Twenty-five dollars 
wil] be sufficient for the purpose. Anyone 
furnishing this amount to thé Tabernacle 
infirmary will enable those in charge to 
furnish a ward and this ward will be 
named for the donor. 

The Tabernacle infirmary and its corps 
of district nurses has been doing a valu- 
able work for the sick of Atlanta. The in- 
firmary !s now in its second year and so 
rapid was its growth and so great its 
efficiency that It was decided to make 
large additions in order to meet with the’ 
demand. 

Those in charge of the infirmary went 
to work at once to meet the need and 
a four-story enlargement is now being 
added. This will give room for sixteen 
more wards, a new operating room, steam 
heat, electricity, an up to date elevator 
and a well equipped laundry. The building 
wil be ready by July lI.

The effects of a crusade inaugurated 
away up in New York city against the 
poolrooms is beginning to be felt ag far 
south ag New Orleans. 

Now the telegraph company has join- 
ed hands with the pociroem ¢rusaders. 

And whereever two or three lovers 
of horses collect there is woc. For the 
special service to povlroms all over the 
country has been discontinued. and now 
other means of getting the results of the 
horses races will have to be devised. 

At last the poolroom keepers have be- 
come as the common people. If they 
Want to know how a horse race comes 
out they will have to send a telegram 
made out in the regular form and at 
the regular cost. And then they will find 
Put. 

As has been said the trouble originated 
in New York. For some years past the 
Western Union Telegraph: Company has 
conducted a regular poolroom service. 
The results of each horse race were fur- 
nished by the racing men in one city to 
the Western Union officers and this in- 
formation was telegraphed over the coun- 
try to all’ the poolrooms subscribing to 
the service. 

Then the New York’ cnveaders got busy. 
The opponents of the policy of taking 
the lid off New York city got hot after 
the poolrooms. 

They said to themselves: ‘“‘The pool- 
rooms can’t live without the telegraph 
offices.’ This opinion "was expressed to 
Western Unfon officers and the result 
is that these came officers are now giv- 
ing a great objess lesson to the entire 
country. 

Colonel Robeit C. Clowry, of the West- 
ern Union, yesterday notified the general 
superintendents of the company at New 
York, Chicago, Atlanta and San Francis- 
co, that the collection and the distribu- 
tion by the Western Union company of 
horse face reports would be discontinued 
at once. 

Mr. Levin Talks. 

So Atlanta was notified. Yesterday a 
Constitution reporter interviewed Gener- 
al Superintendent J. Levin on the situa-/

Standpatters Win in Iowa. 

Des Moines, Iowa, May 18.—Iowa’s long 
fought fight between ‘‘stand-pat’’ repub- 
licans and liberals on the issue of tariff 
revision and reciprocity ended in com- 
plete victory for the former fn’ today’s 
etate conyention for selecting delegates 
to the national convention. 

Of twenty-six delegates chosen twenty 
are “stand patters,’’ and only six are 
liberals. The resolutions adopted con- 
tain no sentiment whatever in favor of 
tarfff revision, but declare that the pro- 
tective principle, “Found its high ful- 
fillment in the Dingley iaw.’’ As to reci- 
proeity the platform declares that it ts 
“unwise to seek markets abroad by 
sacrificing gome part of the markets at 
home” 

The tariff Mank attadbutes- to’the pre-4 
tection policy the development of Amer- 
ica industries and the prosperity of the 
country. It says: 

‘Protective duties have kept work and 
wages at home and have furnished the 
revenue with which to pay the expenses 
of a foreign war, with which to rebuild 
the navy, to enlarge and newly equip the 
army and to extend our coast defenses, 
and have made possible the nation’s ex- 
nansions. Fortified by the advantages 
and benefits of a great home market, the 
American manufacturers have thus had 
the courage and the capital with which 
to invade foreign markets. Our tariff 
system, by giving assurance to the world 
that the revenues are ample, has ad- 
vaneed the credit of the nation to the 
first position. The same policy has con- 
verted our people into lengers instead of 
borrowers.” 

Secretary Shaw in a speech declared 
that the chief issue of the campaign this 
yvear would be the democratic claim that 
American goods are sold cheaper abroad 
than at home.

The prisoners admitted they were part 
of a detail numbering one hundred men, 
whose purpose it was to destroy the rail- 
way at various points. When told that 
they must execute an extremely brave 
people. They replied: “Not at all. We 
are carrying out our duty and the order 
of the mikado.”’ 

The prisoners were executed April 2! 
by the new and old towns of Harbin, in 
the presence of a large crowd. They 
were shot instead of being hanged, upon 
order of General Kuropatkin. A strong 
guard was thrown about the spot to 
hold back the public at a distance of 
400 yards. No photographs were al- 
lowed to be taken. 

A younger prisoner refused to allow the 
bandaging of his eyes. When told it 
was neceseary, according to Russian 
law, he asked that an exception be made 
in his favor. The older Japanese, a 
staff officer, wept and ‘fainted, but fi- 
nally allowed himself to be blindfolded. 
One of the men was a Catholic, and 
made his last confession to a Russian 
priest, there being no Roman Catholic 
priest in Harbin.

An idea of the conditicns as they exist- 
ed up to last evening may be gained 
from the bulletin which was made up yes- 
terday for distribution over the territory, 
and which contained the following sgtate- 
ments:

A day or two later D. P. Halsey, 
an invalid policeman was designated by 
the mayor as park keeper until ua per- 
manent selection could be made. Groves 
denied that he had been dismissed from 
his job, claiming that a two-thirds vote 
was necessary to impeach him and tnat 
an impeachment did not obtain, the vote 
being four to six. 

Late this afternoon: Groves presented 
to the city treasurer the park keeper's 
payroll. Upon that pay roll was his 
salary running up to May 17, ten days 
after the date upon which he was pre- 
sumed to have been dismissed from that 
seryice by a vote of 4to 6. That pay- 
roll carried the signature of Alderman 
Burdick, chairman of the -:finance com- 
mittee, and other members of that com- 
mittee. The paper, was’ 
and properly. executed an 
City Treasurer Tinsley, 
of Groves for the ten da 
a month, after the vote dismissing him 
trom his position, has given Groves the 
right within his own mind to again as- 
sert that he is not an ex-employce of 
the city. ae 

With the cheque for that ten days of 
time in his possession, Groves, just be- 
fore dark, left the city hall wearing a 
pleasant and happy smile. In the mern- 
ing Groves will resume his duties at the 
Central City park and unless something 
transpires to cause the board of pi 
men to take some positive action: he/will 
on the I7th of June ask for anéther 
month’g pay.

TS PROPOSED 


Movement to Form One From 
Portions of trwin, Dooly 
and Worth, 


Tifton, Ga, May 17.—(Special.)—A 
movement is being agitated to form a 
new county from a portion of Irwin, 
Dooly, Wilcox and Worth, with Ashburn 
as the county seat. The proposed line 
will be as follows: Running from Ash- 
burn east ten miles into Irwm county;

Several meetings have been held and 
active steps are being taken to secure 
the much needed change.

IN SELLING WAVE 


Sent Level of Prices of Cotton Into 
Lew Ground, 


TRADE WAS MORE ACTIVE 


Decline Was Accompanied with No 
Little Excitement—There Was 
Some Rally Near tiie Close, 
Which Was Nervous 
and Unsettled. 


New York, May 18.—The cotton marke 
opened steady at unchanged prices to @ 
decline of 4 points on the old crop, while 
the new crop positrons, suatarmed by rath- 
er unfavorable early weather reports ow- 
ing to low temperatures in portions of 
the belt. were unchanged to 4 points 
higher. The initiat declines on the old 
crop were under liquidation, but almost 
immediately after the call the whole 
market showed firmness with July sell- 
ing up to 13.47 on local buying led by a 
house with Liverpool and German con- 
nections, while a local spot house with 
New England connections was also an 
active buyer of the later positions. When 
an wmdvance of 3 to 8 points over last 
night’s finals had been established, how- 
ever, the market turned easter. Liverpool 
cables, which had been about right on 
the New York csosing of the previous 
day, turned easier also and New Orleans 
showed a marked tendercy toward a low- 
er level. There was considerable selling 
here believed to be for the account ofa 
leading Philadelphia interest, undoing 
hedges between tris market and Liver- 
pool, and this started prices downward. 
Soon stop orders were reached and a 
wave of selling came in that was led by 
New Orleans, and that sent prices into 
low ground. July around 13.20 attracted 
some support, bur New Orleans contln- 
ued selling. The news of the pbreak 
epreading through the country brought in 
fresh selling orders from commission 
house clients ana with hardly a pause 
July sold down to 3.10, a decline of 35 
points from the highest point of the 
morning and of over half a cent from the 
high point of the week. The aeci:se was 
acompanied by no little excitement and 
trading was much more «ctive than for 
weeks past. Towards the clos@ room 
covering rallied prices a few points and 
July closed around 13.3%. The final tone 
Was steady, but it was evident that the 
undercurrent Was very hervous and un- 
settled, with the rally restricted by ap- 
prehensions as to the effect of the break 
on Liverpoo] tomorrow. Reecipts con- 
tinue very light and the weather map in- 
dications during the day were hardly fa- 
vorable On the other hand, exports con- 
tinue light. Sales for the day estimated 
at 500,000 bales. 


The New Orleans Cotton Market. 


New Orleans, May 1!8.—There was some 
improvement in the demand for spot cot- 
ton, but the decline in futures caused 
easier prices. Sales 1,875 bales, tInclud- 
1.475 to arrive; delivered on contract 800. 
Quotations %c lower. 

Futures opened unchanged to 4 points 
higher. The ring was soon flooded with 
bullish statements form New York, and 
they induced some traders to believe that 
prices would advance. About the middle 
of the session the ring was well supplied 
with selling orders, July being the most 
active month. Thes# offerings, which ap- 
peared to come mostly from New York 
caused July to brétak from 13.80 to 13.35. 
This was followed by a recovery which 
cartied July up to 13.52. The market 
cloged steady with net losses of 10 to 28 
points.

COTTON—The decline of 20 points in 
spot cotton in Liverpool was greater than 
Was expected. That was the weak feat- 
ure, ag the decline in futures about met 
expe tions. The New York market 
open 4 points lower to 4 points high- 
er, the new crop months showing the bet- 
ter tone on weather considered less fav- 
orable. A rally followed on Liverpool 
and German buying, covering and buying 
by wire houses, but the demand was 
soon satisfied and weakness developed, 
forcing prices sharply lower, the de- 
clinging tendency being aided jin the later 
trading by sudden weakness in the New 
Orleans market, advices from that center 
stating that the leading bulls’ were 
liquidating. and amid considerable ex- 
citement July sold from 13.46 down to 
13.10 before the decline was checked. 
From this point there was a rally of 
about’ 10 points, the close being steady 
with the old crop months shoving de- 
clines of from 14 to !9 points, and the 
new crop positions 8 to 9 points.

RECEIPTS CONTINUE SMALL 


July Closed About Unchanged—Corn 
at the Close Was 1-2c Higher. 
Oats at the Close Showed 
Little Change from 
Monday’s Finals. 


Chicago, May 18—The famished ap- 
pearance of elevator bins caused May 
wheat to make a net advance of 1! 3-8¢ 
a bushel. While the gain was regarded 
as significant, trading in the May de- 
livery was extremely small The July 
option clost¢d about where it did the 
day before. Corn is up 1-2¢, oats and 
provisions show Httle change. 

Early influences in the wheat situation 
were conflicting and a popular delief that 
Values would weaken after two days of 
pronounced strength was strengthened 
by a failure of Liverpool cables to show 
a reflection of yesterday’s advance. The 
opening bids nevertheless showed an un- 
expected demand from the milling centers 
as well as a renewed buying tendency 
by foreign interests, and initial sales of 
July were at 875-8 to 87 3-4c, a shade 
lower to a shade higher, with September 
1-8c lower at 81 3-8.

Weil Bros.’ Crop Letter. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 16.—As_ indai- 
cated in our crop letter issued on the 
2nd instant, we have now completed our 
canvass for both states, Georgia and 
Alabama, and fing, taking the average of 
all counties, an increase in acreage of 6%, 
per cent over last year. The conditions 
prevailing at the beginning of May have 
not uncergone much change, dry weather 
having continued throughout the past 
fortnight, and while the tempefature 
has been a little higher, yet the weather 
has been unseasonably cool. Under these 
conditions the crop has had but little 
chance to make much headway. Plant- 
ng is 1rbout finished and we estimate that 
three-fourths of the crop is up to a good 
stand, and. rdin is now badly needed for 
the germination of the seed still in the 
ground. Chopping, where the plant is up 
to a geod stand, is about completed. The 
unfavorable weather conditions would 
have caused the dying out of the pliant 
in average seasons, but the high state 
of cultivation of the lands this year is 
adding to the. growth materially, ard 
we have heard of no cotton dying. A 
good soaking rain with warm weather 
thereafter wil! overcome these unfavor- 
“vile conditions very quickly. Compar- 
ing this year’s conditions with those of 
last vear, we have found tiem just tlic 
revers®. Then we had entirely too much 


the eotton that was up died, and the 
farmers were prevented from aoing the): 
.sual tarm work, which allowed 
grass and weeds to overtake the plant. 
This vear farm work has been pushed 
vigorously and the fields are entirely 
free from grass. The demand for spot

New York, ‘May !8.—I take tnis means 
of replying to the many inquiries 1 
am receiving in regard to the cotton 
market. For some days I have been 
expecting, in view of the smal] visible 
supply, that some demand from spin- 
ners would develop on the basis of 13.50 
for July contracts in New York. It does 
not make its appearance, however, and 
the short time movement has apparent- 
ly progressed so far that manufactur- 
ers are disinclined to resume operations 
until the new crops shall become avail- 
able on a basis in harmony with the 
present prices for goods. Meantime the 
reports that reach me indicate a condi- 
tion of extreme demoralization in the 
dry g0°0ds market consequent upon 
the heavy stOcks and utter lack of de- 
mand. This within the past few days 
bas been still further accentuated’ by 
apprehension over the auction sale of 
Sweetser, Pembroke & Co.'s entire stock 
of goods, valued at about $1,500,000, 
which is to be held next Monday. Should 
this, as it is feared, estaBlish a new low 
record in prices, it would put the man- 
ufacturing business upon a still more un- 
profitable basis than af present, and 
further restrict the very light demand 
for cotton. While I do not advise shart 
selling in view of the possibilities of 
manipulation, only the hope of this ma- 
nipulation justifies the expectation of 


higher prices.
